(CP)—Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King told a Liberal 
caucus today that the interna- 
tional situation had never 
been worse. 

Before the members adjourned to 
listen to a broadcast of President 
Truman's call to universal military 
training in the United States, they 
heard the prime minister give what 
one member called “a pessimistic 


interpretation” of the crisis in 
Europe. 
Without specifically mentioning 


the prospect of war, Mr, King sad 
the crisis might well come to a 
head in weeks, The Italian elections 
next month were of the greatest 
importance, 

There was some speculation in 
parliamentary corridors that if the 
situation continued to darken it 
might mean postponement of the 
August convention of thé Liberal 
party to choose a succesor to Mr. 
King.

Every one of those 
reasons is completely unconvincing. 

It is perfectly true, as this official points out, that the 
sidewalks in this area are not in an ideal condition. It is 
equally true that the city should remedy this deficiency at 
once, But, referring to this condition, the deputy postmaster 
general says this: 

“When the service is provided, the incentive for im- 
provement is removed.” 

Are the people of Canada to understand that the postal 
system of this country is a paternalistic institution giving 
or withholding postal services as a reward for civic im- 
provements or as a means of forcing cities to lay side- 
walks, etc.? 4 

It was our impression that the postal service was an 
organization for efficiently delivering mail. But perhaps we 
were wrong. 

At any rate the complaint about the sidewalks in the 
Grierson Estate is definitely overdrawn because the gas 
company and the city deliver utility bills in that area with 
so little trouble that no one ever hears about it. 

Speaking of the cost of postal services, the deputy post 
master general continues: 

“We enjoy at this moment a credit balance in this re- 
gard.” 

In other words, the post office department has a sur- 
plus. It has plenty of money to hire whatever men may be 
necessary to service the Grierson Estate and its returned 


soldier residents, 


Failure to grant letter carrier delivery to this district 
on the grounds of expense, then, is obviously not justified. 

It seems to be a strange view of the Canadian postal ser- 
vice expressed in this letter when Grierson Estate residents, 


who tramped through the mud of Europe in the recent war 
are not to get carrier delivery in the heart of a modern city 
because it is not possible to bring their letters to them on 
concrete sidewalks.—EDITOR,

“This is a very stupid piece of 
legislation,” said A. R. Mosher, 
president of the Canadian Con- 
gress of Labor. “Only a govern- 
ment that is stupid and absolut- 
ely devoid of knowledge of in- 
dustrial relations would pass such 
a thing.” 

J. W. Buckley, secretary-treasurer 
of the Trades and Labor Congress, 
said the legislation “takes me com- 


pletely unawares.” 
“I never heard of such a retro- 
grade step in my life.” 


ONLY AUTONOMOUS 
UNIONS TO FUNCTION 

CHARLOTTETOWN, March 17.— 
(CP)—Only autonomous trade 
unions will be allowed to function 
in Prince Edward Island under 
terms of a bill approved in the 
legislature, Tuesday after opposi- 
tion members charged that it was 
“dictatorial and will set a danger- 
ous precedent in Canada.” 

Section five of the Trade Union 
Act amendment was given a two- 
hour blast, led by Dr. D, L. Mathies- 
son (PC-5th Queens), who said the 
legislation would deprive the work- 
ing man of his rights to organize

ORDERLY MARKETING 

“We would call it orderly market- 
ing, as a producer organization,” 
Mr, Turnbull said in reply to C. E. 
| Johnson (SC-Bow River) who ask- 
}ed if thig should not be called 
| “hoarding for a higher price.” 
| Mr, Turnbull told health minister 
Martin, committee chairman, that 
the available buyers were whole-

“We thought we might as well

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Waning Faith in Public Men 


Senator J. W. de B. Farris of Vancou- 
ver touches upon one of the crying social 
evils of the day when he proposes to speak 
in the Canadian senate on the “unjustifi- 
able attacks on the integrity of men in 
high office.” 

There is absolutely nothing in the en- 
tire fabric of our society more inimical to 
good government and social progress than 
the blatant cynicism with which we have 
come to regard the leaders of the nation. 

Whenever a man of good sound honesty 
and sincerity of purpose offers himself for 
public office, he is immediately tagged by 
hoi polloi as a self-seeker and probably a 
crook. : 

All leaders of political parties, the 
eynics Say, are not only incompetent but 
greedy for power. The man in the street 
stands around and marvels at their stu- 
pidity. Just as the round stove in the cor- 
ner grocery store used to be the centre of 


Free Speech on the 


The Canadian Association of Broad- 
easters is walking on dangerous ground 
when it demands that known “leftists” be 
denied speaking time on all Canadian radio 
stations. 

From the standpoint of enlightenment 
and entertainment it would probably be an 
excellent thing if all propagandists were 
banned from the air. The dismal exposi- 
tion of a multiplicity of views, political and 
otherwise, creates in the listener an unfor- 
tunate habit of reaching for the cut-off 
button and all radio suffers when that 
habit is established. 

But in the very tradition of fair play, 
which is said, with some truth, to be fun- 
damental in the British peoples, it is im- 
possible to discriminate between one shade 
of political opinion and another, If radio is 


political sagacity, so does almost any din- 
ner table witness more subtle coups of 
high statecraft than any session of par- 
liament in Ottawa, 

This growing cynicism is a malignant 
growth in the side of democracy. It is not 
only destroying the public faith in our form 
of government, but it is destroying the 
public’s faith in itself. 

It is probably true that a few incompet- 
ent and dishonest men do get into politics. 
It would be a miracle if they didn’t. But if 
you run down the record very carefully, 
you will be astonished to discover how very 
many splendid citizens of all parties are 
active in public life, and how many of them 
serve the public at considerable loss and 
inconvenience to themselves. 

The truth that the Canadian people 
must begin to realize is that a man can 
hold views contrary to your own without 
being a scoundrel and a fool.

to air any propaganda at all, it must air 
all legal kinds of propaganda, 

The Canadian Association of Broad- 
casters takes the position that the Com- 
munists and near-Communists are out to 
destroy all the freedoms inherent in the 
democracy of this country. That is prob- 
ably true. But they forget that when they 
deny radio speaking time to anybody with 
an idea, no matter how repugnant it is, 
they themselves are striking a pretty sub- 
stantial blow at the freedom of speech.

The Klan Rides Again 


The Ku Klux Klan, with all its in- 
tolerance and violence, is on the warpath 
again in the American South and the news- 
papers of Georgia, it is reported, are united 
in an attempt to curb its power, 

Like some other organizations, the Ku 
Klux Klan was conceived as a benevolent 
movement and was degraded by self-seek- 
ing exploiters into an instrument of cruel- 
ty and tyranny. 

Even the Italian Mafia, the notorious 
Black Hand, started out in a kindly and 
useful way. Organized originally in Sicily 
about the year 1800, it was intended to af- 
ford protection to girls and young women 
who, at that time, were frequently insult- 
ed and molested on the streets. 

Certain alert young men from Rome, 
however, saw the chance for financial gain. 
They got control of the Mafia and it be- 
came a racket, levying a toll on merchants 
and businessmen, Eventually, through its 
members who went abroad, it sired most 


An Unfair Method 


The present method of computing the 
income in tips of bellboys, waiters, taxi 
drivers and others who receive gratuities 
from the public would raise a considerable 
volume of protest if it were applied to the 
income tax imposed on all classes of the 
community.

A pretty girl in a restaurant gets a 
much more abundant harvest of dimes and 
quarters than a plain one. A sleeping car 
porter whose over-active thyroid keeps 
him on the jump is far better treated by 
travelers than another porter who may be 
made a bit melancholy by the gnawing of 
his ulcers. 

The method, then, pays a premium on 
pulchitrude and imposes a penalty on 
ulcers which is surely beneath the dignity 
of a department entrusted with a duty so 
solemn as the collection of income tax. 


Pacifists Appear Again

does very great honor to her heart but 
very little to her head. 

It is very true, as the pacifists contend, 
that if all the common people over all the 
world refused to pay for armaments and 
armies there could be no war. 

It is equally true that if all the com- 


mon people except those of one little na- 
tion, refused to pay for armaments and 
armies, that one little nation could and 
probably would conquer the world. 

The noble impulses of pacifists have 
effect and meaning only when they are 
unanimous throughout all countries. 

We suspect that any impulse of the 
kind among Russian taxpayers, for in- 
stance, would receive a somewhat sharper 
rebuke than doubtless will be handed out 
to this Ohio woman,

Teachers’ Salaries 

Editor, Bulletin—In your edi- 
torial “Better Use for the Money,” 
you make the following state- 
ment; “The average salary paid 
school teachers in Alberta is $2,000 
a year.” 

I wish that figure were correct; 
however, a statement given to me 
just a few days ago by the De- 
partment of Education shows that 
the average salary paid to teach- 
ers in urban schools is $1,908.41; 
in divisions it is $1,470.33, while 
the average for ALL schools is 
$1,652.02. 

According to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, and using 
1939 as a base, the cost of living 
has risen more than 50 per cent. 
The average salary of urban 
teachers (whom you probably had 
in mind) has risen from $1,434.63 
to $1,908.41, or 33 per cent. It is 
therefore painfully obvious that 
teachers are _ relatively much 
worse off tham they were nine 
years ago.

The Arabs talk of victory in 
Palestine in a single, overwhelm- 
ing onslaught, The Jews speak of 
a long-drawn hard campaign to 
win the state the United Nations 
mapped, 

But what they really mean is 
that the Arabs hope to win event- 
ually by ceaseless guerilla tactics 
which would block the Jewish 
state from ever coming into ac- 
tual being—and the Jews hope to 
clinch victory in quick, decisive 
blows, 

In weighing the chances both 
sides admit two common factors: 

(1) That the full scale fight 
cannot begin until] the British 
authorities pul] out, presumably 
May 15; and (2) that develop- 
ments yet unforeseen probably 
will keep the withdrawa] from 
being clear-cut, leaving the Brit- 
ish army a still-unknown influ- 
ence upon the outcome. 

Severa] other conclusions seem 
watranted by the facts: 

(1) When the fighting ends it 
probably will not be upon the 
frontiers mapped at Lake Success

—the Jewish state either will take 
in virtually all Palestine or only 
a thin coastal enclave from Tel 
Aviv to Haifa. 

(2) Neither side anticipates that 
an international UN enforcement 
army ever will be sent here. 

(3) There still is room to be 
lieve that a solution by com- 
promise may be found, after some 
fighting and bloodshed. 

The Arab plan of campaign Is: 

(1) To wipe out in a three 
prong attack the several score 
strong Jewish settlements in the 
mixed Arab-Jew rich farmland 
country around the Sea of Galilee, 

(2) To seal off the Jewish set- 
tlements of the south by cutting 
and standing astride the only two 
roads of communication, one 
through Gaza and the other 
through Beersheba. 

(3) To split the Jewish state at 
its centre and thin weak point, 
along the Plain of Sharon near 
Nathania where the Arabs are 
massed in strong inland hills and 
the Jews hold a 10-to-15-mile-wide 
coasta) flatland.

It becomes increasingly clear 
that top policymakers in Wash- 
ington and London are consider- 
ing turning the proposed Euro- 
pean “Western Union” and the 
Marshall plan into a Western 
European - American’ military 
alliance. 

This would, in 
my opinion, be a 
grave error,

ern borders are military alliances, 


ostensibly for “defense.” What 
they amount to is to make the 
East European armies an exten- 
sion of the Red Army under 
Soviet command, With, for in- 
stance, the ending of the rem- 
nant of Czech independence, the 
Red Army has gained twenty 
Czech divisions and strengthened 
its military forces on the borders 
g! Bavaria, Thuringia and Aus 


The Soviet military alliances 
have, at least, this advantage to 
the Soviets. Soviet allies have 
no independence. Not only their 
military forces but the States 
themselves are de facto colonies 
of the Soviet Union and their 
entire diplomacy is controlled 
from Moscow. They can embroil 
Russia in nothing against her 
will. 

We hold no such control over 
any part of Europe. Military 
alliances would therefore not 
diminish European freedom of 
action, but would hamper our 
own, And from the neutrality act 
onward, igcluding all our wartime 
commitments, our worst woes 
have come from the progressive 
abandonment of American free- 
dom of action, Military alliances 
would commit us to war on the 
terms of others, 


Fatal 


But, in my belief, such alliances 
would be fatal for Europe. In 
making them we merely would 
be imitating the Russians. | know 
only too well that I am counter- 
ing the opinions of leading fig- 
wres. But I ardently crave to be 


Beard witb an open mind. 


Military alliances would mean 
the immediate division of Europe 
into two armed camps with the 
battle line drawn on European 
soil. They would strengthen the 
Soviet argument that “American 
imperialism” is making Europe a 
military base against the USSR 
They would give the Russians an 
argument for immediate aggres- 
sion to offset “American encircle- 
ment.” They would be a tremen- 
dous asset to Russian propaganda, 
And they would turn countless 
Europeans against us. For if there 
is anything the European people 
do not want, it is to be “liberated” 
again—by either the Russians or 
the Americans, 

Furthermore, in the horrible 
event of war between the United 
States and the Soviets, European 
continental alliances would be 
worthless, No existing European 
armies could halt the Soviet 
hordes, The Russians would have 
“Fortress Europa” quicker than 
the Germans did. 


Military Aims 
Therefore, instead of furnishing 


the Russians with an argument 
for aggression, we should make & 


as d ‘ficult as possible for them 
to find an excuse for it. We 
should make it impossible to 
charge the Americans with any 
military aims whatever in Europe, 
We should create such a situa- 
tion as would disarm of any 
validity the Russian argument 
that its east European alliances 
are defensive. 

We should—and we must— 
make the same proposals in be- 
half of all Europe as the Congress 
of Vienna made in 1815 in behalf 
of Switzerland, That proposal is 
the total and permanent neutrali- 
zation of a European confedera- 
tion. 

Without that neutralization 
Europe cannot and will not cone 
federate, With it, if it follows the 
lines of the Swiss confederatiog 
and neutrality, the Russians, i¢ 
they oppose, will not have a leg 
to stand on, nor a jegitimate de- 
fence argument to advance, And 
with it, the European parties who 
support it must emerge in the 
eyes of their people as the would- 
be saviors of Europe from Ameri- 
can and Russian domination—and 
from war,

Wainwright Driver 
Wins New Trial 


Alberta Appeal Court 
Orders Re-Hearing of Charge 


Alberta's court of appeal by a three to two decision 
ordered a new trial in the manslaughter charge against Jack 
Charles Ford, Wainwright trucker. 


Mr. Justices Frank Ford, G. 
O'Connor and H, H. Parlee agreed 
on the new trial, with Chief Justice | 
Horace Harvey and Mr. Justice W 
A. Macdonald intimated they would 
dismiss the charge against the 

ccused, 

Ford was found guilty by Mr 
Justice Boyd McBride on a charge 
of manslaughter arising out of the 
death of Robert J, Mills in a motor 
acident near Wainwright on August 
9 1947. He was sentenced tg 18 
months in jail. 

Highlight of the trial in the lower 
court Was admission of evidence of 
blood tests taken from the accused 
shortly after the accident. 

Admission of these tests as evid- 
ence set a precedent in Alberta 
courts, and produced a lengthy 
Jegal argument at the trial. 

Arguing the appeal, Neil D, Mac- 
lean, KC, counsel for Ford, sub- | 
mitted the trial judge erred in ad- | 
mitting findings of the tests as 
direct evidence of intoxication, He 
objected also to acceptance of 
evidence of Dr. J, A. Kelso, pro- 
vincial analyst, who made tests of 
Ford’s blood.

YOUR BABY AND MINE 


Pet Will Give Child 


Much Valuable Training 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 

There would be no children 
screaming at the sight of a dog 
bounding toward them, or cringing 
away from a caterpillar, or turning 
pale when a mouse runs across the 
floor, if they had the care of pets 
from early childhood. 

The fear children develop is 
the fear of the unfamiliar and 
when a tiny animal or a jar of 
worms or a turtle or a white rat 
is a part of daily living, it would 
be impossible for the child to 
develop any terror of it. 


can be given the full responsibility 
for the feeding of any pet and will 
develop a sense of the needs of 
growing creatures for warmth, 


food, water and for affectionate 
companionship, 


PET FOR EACH 

When there are several children 
in the family it may be wiser for 
their own sakes, as well as the 
pets, if each has his own pet and 
assumes the care of it. Then he 
comes to feel a personal devotion 
to the pet and an obligation to keep 
|} him healthy. 

If there is but one pet, then the 
care should be shifted each week 
from one child to another, so that 
each will know his duty and not 


it for him, 

The tendency is for a child to 
be given a pet and then the 
family make it their obligation 
to see that he is fed. This de- 
prives the child of knowledge of 
the needs of the pet, and denies 
him the joy of being responsible 
for the pet and garnering the 
appreciation it feels toward its 
keeper. 

If children are cruel to pets it 
may well be that the conduct ex- 
presses some unhappiness they feel 
themselves. Mistreating a helpless 
animal is an easy outlet for “mad” 
feelings, and parents should take 
stock of their own treatment of the 

child, or note whether he is being

Cabinet Move Awaited 
On Veterans’ Pensions

OTTAWA, March 17.—(CP)—Next move in the tangle 
over veterans’ pension increases is up to the cabinet. 
veterans committee of the Commons ran into a new snarl 
Tuesday over the bill that would raise the rates for disabled 
pensioners, war widows and dependents from 16 to 20 per 
cent. It ended with return of the bill to the government. 


In the Commons committee and+ 
behind the scenes, efforts have/ 
been made to obtain parliamentary 
approval for the increases, retro- 
active to Oct. 1, before the Easter 
recess starts March 24. It appeared 
a bit doubtful last night whether 
that is feasible. 


ISSUE AGAIN RAISED 

Capt. Walter Tucker, parliament- 
ary assistant to Veterans Minister 
Gregg, raised the issue again in 
committee. Referring to proposals 
to split the bill in two to allow im- 
mediate consideration of the in- 
crease and later study of less 
urgent amendments, he said it was 
doubtful whether a bill to embrace 
the second part would get into 
Parliament this session. 

That would mean either forget- 
ting the other amendments or try- 
ing to get the whole thing through 
now.

birth to two more babies—the first triplets the 
little Red Cross Outpost Hospital had seen. 
They created a sensation ... but a problem also. 
With six children already at home, the newcomers 
were more than the parents’ small household 
could absorb. So the Red Cross Hospital stepped 
in, kept the babies for two and a half months, 
watched them grow from red-faced, squirming, 
undersized infants into adorable, healthy babies, 
then sent them home. 


Serving an Isolated Community 
That is only one local service this small (nine 
beds, two.cots) efficient hospital renders the 
community in which it is situated. This is a 
remote ‘out-of-the-world’ community. Isolated, 
it needed help. 

Thus in 1926 the Red Cross moved in, established 
the red brick hospital complete with a small sur- 
g and nursery—and has consistently served 
the neighborhood since then. 

Operations are performed in the well-equipped 
surgery. One pevate room takes care of seriously 
ill patients. But hospital space is at such a 
premium that young mothers are discharged as 
soon as possible after their babies are born. 


In the meantime the busy life of the hospital goes 
on. The superintendent and a staff of two nurses 
and one nurse’s aid are on the go from morning 
till night. Their staff consists of a cook, an 
orderly and a helper. Living above the hospital, 
the nurses are on call all the time. 


Night Flights”’ 

So, too, is the orderly. It is nothing unusual! for 
him to be wakened at midnight with an urgent 
summons: “John, go get the doctor fast!” The 
small town (900) has no night telephone service, 
so the orderly acts as doctor’s messenger as well, 
And John says: “All the babies seem to prefer 
night flights.” 

This hospital is just another in a chain of Red 
Cross Outpost Hospitals spaced across the coun- 
try and giving service to its neighborhood. Going 
into remote districts where civilian hospitals are 
unknown, these Red Cross hospitals are of untold 
value to their localities.

Veterans, Treatment for Crippled Children, Dis- 
aster Relief, Nutrition Services, Home Nursing 
Courses, Swimming and Water Safety, etc.

TAFT AMENDMENT CAUSES CONCERN

OTTAWA, March 17.—(CP)— 
Canada may be put on the spot 
in any participation in the Euro- 
pean recovery program as a re- 
sult of a last-minute amendment 
to the ERP bill adopted by the 
United States Senate.

Fear of Discrimination,

LONDON, March 17.—(Reuters)—Uneasiness that the 
government’s comb-out of Communists and Fascists from 
civil service security departments might involve political dis- 
crimination was expressed by a number of rank-and-file 
members of Parliament at a meeting of the 400-strong par 
liamentary Labor party today, it was reliably understood. 


A statement issued after 
meeting stated merely that a dis- 
cussion had taken place “on recent 
events in Czechoslovakia and on 
the prime minister's recent state- 
ment on civil service (Communists 
and Fascists).” 


REASONS GIVEN 


Herbert Morrison, as leader of | 


the House of Commons the par- 
liamentary “party boss,” is under- 
stood to have given the meeting a 
full explanation of the govern- 
ment’s attitude and the reasons 
which prompted its action. He also 
gave categorical assurances of the 
government's intention to stick to 
the one issue involved—the need to 
see that security departments were 
protected. 

There was no general suggestion 
of rank-and-file disapproval of the 
government's action, but chiefly 
evidence of regret that events 
should have made it necessary. 
Members of Parliament were press- 
ing the government for information, 

It seems likely that an attempt 
will be made to get a debate on the 
matter in the House of Commons, 
and if the demand is strong enough 
the government is unlikely to op- 
pose it. 

A government spokesman denied 
today that Britain's decision to eject 
Communists from government posts 
handling state secrets resulted 
from American pressure.
